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Upper Pool. Here, in the upper reaches of the 
Thames, with St. Paul s lying to the southward, boats ot all 
nations and sizes rest, risintr and falling with the tides— 
barges with the white horse ot Kent on their ruddy sails, 
fish-carriers from the Dogger, Sp nish steamers laden with 
oranges, and Dutch eel-schuits chartered to ply here by 
Edward III. 
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
